The first 
dipping should be in he spring 
and the second in the fall, the 
spring dipping being most im¬ 
portant. Dipping should be per¬ 
formed as soon altey shearing 
as possible, but cuts from shear¬ 
ing should be healed. When 
tho fleece is light less dip will 
b? roaked up by th? sheep. 

The usual typ 8 of dip is a fluid 
containing- carbolic, arsenic and 
tobacco. Most standard clips pro 
duce effective results. The pow¬ 
der f »;m can b e obtained, hut 
requires a iittle more linie and 
more caution in preparation. 

Undoubtedly the reasvi why 
n any people do not dip their 
sheep is the lack of suitable 
equipment. Elaborate equip¬ 
ment, however, is not necessary. 
A trough huge enough i;o cm- 
€r&c sheep, a draining plutfcrjn, 
and a corral ara ah that js ie- 
required. Galvanized iron clipp¬ 
ing tanks can be purchased fir a 
suitable tank can be built by a 
tinsmith. Lumber tanks care¬ 
fully bolted together hue? been 
found stisfac.orv and concrete 
;anks work vary well. Who*? a 
community contains several 
srrall flocks, the community 
dipping vat has a number of 
advantages.

Seasonal Farm Plan for 
Insect Control 


There must, we fear, always be a 
large measure of guess work in farm 
planning until we can confidently 
forecast weather and markets. How¬ 
ever, we have encountered a scheme 
for planning tillage operations so as 
to discourage insect pests, and we 
are reprinting it in our “Seedtime 
and Harvest’* leaflet. Copies may 
lie obtained from Line Elevator 
Company grain buyers, or from 
i lie Agricultural Department, The 
North-West Lino Elevators Associ¬ 
ation, Winnipeg. 

Entomologists in Western Canada 
have not confined themselves to 
laboratory study, but have worked 
closely with the farmers themselves 
in finding methods for controlling 
field crop insects. 

The leaflet to which wo refer is 
a. copy of a mimeographed publica¬ 
tion of tho Division of Entomology, 
Dominion Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, prepared and issued by the 
Saskatoon Laboratory. It is con¬ 
cerned with tho control of grass¬ 
hoppers, wireworms, cutworms and 
wheat stem sawfly. Emphasis is 
placed on tho methods of tillage 
and timing the various operations 
o us to discourage the multiplica¬ 
tion and spread of insects. 

Enormous losses are suffered as a 
result of insect attack. In some 
ca es, losses are attributed to other 
causes. For example, if stands of 
grain are thinned by cutworms or 
wireworms, weed growth is encour¬ 
aged. Insect control is an important 
factor in fighting weeds. 

Ask tho local lino elevator grain 
buyer for the leaflet, and for more 
detailed information, apply to the 
Dominion Entomological Labora¬ 
tory, Ivethbridge, Ra«katoon or 
Brandon.
